Rain dampens plan 


of cyclists group 


Rain apparently dampened the spirits 
and the plans of an alleged subsidiary 
of Hells Angeles motorcycle club, Lom­ 
poc Police Chief Ray Robertson report- 
ed. 
An estimated 
GO cyclists including 
members of two other groups visited the 
city and county areas of the Valley over 
the weekend with only minor incident.

Police general- 
ly keep close tabs on their comings 
and goings as a precaution. 


David E. Lilienthal, 
former chair­ 
man of the Atomic Energy Commission, 
headed the task force of 12 U.S. and 55 
South Vietnamese experts who worked 
on the 535-page report under govern­ 
ment contract. 
The 
report says that once peace 
comes to Vietnam, 
the ravages of war 
can be repaired and “ substantial pro­ 
gress'' toward higher living standards 
can be made in “ a comparatively short 
time." 


“ With an appropriate set 
of poli­ 
cies, it is believed that the termination of 
dependence on foreign aid can be achiev­ 
ed within 10 years,” it says. 
In order to attain this 10-year goal, the 
report says, the private sector of the 
South Vietnamese economy must be en­ 
couraged to grow, with the government 
discouraged from exercising too much 
control. 
Lilienthal's 
report 
recommends a 
two to three-year 
reconstruction per­ 
iod following the war, to include the re­ 
pairing of war damage and the reset- 
tlement of war refugees. 


After that would come the seven-year 
economic development phase. Part of 
this would be development of a water 
control system in the Mekong Delta, 
South Vietnam's rice-rich agricultur­ 
al center. 
The gigantic 
U.S. logistics base in 
Vietnam and its use of South Vietnamese 
employes is considered a good spring­ 
board for the economy once the econom­ 
ic development phase begins. 


Base airman dies 


in auto accident 


Airman Thomas Frank Fort, 20, died 
Sunday near Exeter when the car in 
which he was riding skidded out of con- 
trol in light rain and hit a power pole, 
the California Highway Patrol reported 
today.

ing to the CHP. Officers said the ill fat­ 
ed car 
was apparently headed toward 
Lindsay. 
The car spun off the highway in light 
rain, hit a power pole and then careened 
into an olive tree, Fort was ejected 
from the car during its erratic course. 
Rodriguez 
remained in the car. Offi­ 
cials said he suffered facial and leg 
lacerations.

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Council to act on first step 
to improve downtown 


City Council tomorrow night will con­ 
sider taking the first step which could 
lead to the adoption of a special pro­ 
gram aimed at improving the down- 
town business area and ultimately other 
areas of the city. 
To be presented to the Council for 
approval will be an application for the 
city to participate in the federal govern­ 
ment's Workable 
Program. The pro 
gram has the goals of motivating cities 
to remove blight and to improve living 
conditions within substandard 
areas. 


Generally, 
the 
Workable 
Program 
has the requirements that the city have 
in force numerous codes which are de­ 
signed to improve living standards and 
that the city be prepared to take action 
within 
the next 24 months on pro 
grams of the nature designated in the 
application. 


The Workable Program is a function of 
the 
Housing and Urban Development 
Agency which administers federal funds 
loaned and granted to cities for various 
types of improvements. In order to quali­ 
fy for federal funds for specific improve­ 
ment projects, 
cities first must have 
been approved for participation in the 
Workable Program. 
City officials pointed out recently that 
the application itself is not tantamount 
to embarking on specific projects but 
it is the first step which will make it 
possible for the city to avail itself of 
such programs. 


The Workable Program is aimed pri­ 
marily at substandard housing and blight 
but it does include provisions which will 
make it possible for the city to construct 
a new civic center in a portion of the 
downtown with the federal government 
paying a major portion of the cost. 
As was explained by Walter Slattery, 
HUD regional director, 
during 
a re­ 
cent visit to the city, it would be possi­ 
ble for the city to get funding assistance 
to construct the civic center provided 
that the city has qualified as a partici­ 
pant in the Workable Program. 
Slattery explained that generally the 
improvement 
agency purchases a cer­ 
tain amount of property and then clears 
it of blight. The property is resold to 
private agencies —usually at a loss. 


The federal government pays two-thirds 
of the loss with the city or agency having 
to absorb one-third. However, in some 
instances, if other civic projects meet 
certain requirements, they can be count­ 
ed against the city's loss factor making 
it possible for the federal government to 
absorb the entire loss of the renovation 
program, he said. 


8. Vietnam official predicts 
Reds will back down on demand 


PARIS (UPI) — A South Vietnamese 
official said today his nation’s peace 
talks delegation was convinced the Com­ 
munists will back down from their de­ 
mand for the total withdrawal of U. S. 
troops from Vietnam. 
This, he said, would provide a break­ 
through in the negotiations which began 
in January and bogged down with the Com­ 
munists promising progress only after 
American soldiers 
left the war zone. 
The official’s statement came amid 
reports from both Saigon and Washing­ 
ton that pointed to a partial withdrawal 
of U.S. 
forces as a sign of America's 
willingness to end the fighting. 
Communist 
sources 
in Paris said 
almost three weeks ago that they would 
accept such a withdrawal of perhaps 
50,000 GI’s as fulfilling their demand 


for the pullout of American forces from 
Vietnam. The U.S. negotiating team from 
the beginning has asked Hanoi to dis­ 
cuss the withdrawal of both North Viet­ 
namese and American troops at the same 
time. The Communists have refused. 
For the first time, 
Hanoi Sunday 
hinted that the United States was “ de- 
escalating” the war, something the North 
Vietnamese would look on favorably in 
the context of the Vietnam peace nego­ 
tiations. 


The hint Hanoi Radio was broadcast in 
the text of a speech by Prime Minister 
Pham Van Dong of North Vietnam in May 
Day ceremonies 
attended by President 
Ho Chi Minh. 
Monitored in Saigon, the speech said: 
“ The only path they (the Americans) 


can follow is continuing todeescalatethe 
war, ending their criminal 
war of ag­ 
gression in South Vietnam.” 
American commanders in Vietnam 
have denied any decrease in their level 
of offensive operations. 
In 
fact, they 
have credited stepped - up patrols with 
helping to beat the Communists’ winter- 
spring offensive. 
Last week’s negotiating session in 
Paris saw the United States also soften 
its position slightly on demands for the 
immediate removal of North Vietnamese 
troops from the southern battlefield. 
Echoing a statement by Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers, Ambassador 
Henry Cabot Lodge told the Commu­ 
nists the withdrawal “ could be phased 
over an agreed period of time” and by 
“ reasonable stages.” 
Students defy orders in N. Y. ; 
furor continues at Havard

Dissident black and Puerto Rican stu­ 
dents at City college of New York de­ 
fied orders of the New York Board of 
Higher Education today and blocked en­ 
trances to the college’s South Campus, 
which officials attempted to open for the 
first time in almost two weeks. 
Fire broke out in a Harvard Univer­ 
sity Reserve Officers Training Corps 
(ROTC) building. 
“ We’re looking over the various leg­ 
al avenues that are open,” a CCNY 
spokesman said after the students kept 
the campus closed. 
Classes resumed on the CCNY North 
Campus in compliance with the orders. 
Attendance was sparse but officials said 
this was probably due to the lateness 
of the reopening announcement on Sun­ 
day. 
A source on the South Campus said 
the students would hold it until police 
were called and would then leave. 
The fire at Harvard’s Shannon Hall 
Building costs, equipment 
needs explained by Chief 


(Editor’s Note: This is the third in a 
series of articles covering questions 
and answers posed by the Record and 
answered by Fire Chief John Baker 
concerning the S500,000 June 3 ballot 
issue to finance new fire fighting facili­ 
ties). 
After the project is completed will 
you then come back and ask for new 
trucks and equipment not shown in the 
proposed package. 
CHIEF BAKER: New- equipment will be 
proposed to replace existing engines as 
required. Fire engines can wear out 
just like any other piece of equipment. 
Additional equipment will be proposed 
as needed to meet fire protection re­ 
quirements resulting from future city 
growth. The Fire Department Capital 
Improvement Plan currently estimates 
the need for an engine replacement plus 
the addition of an aerial ladder truck 
during the period 1970-75. Newdevelop- 
ments which provide for better utiliza­ 
tion of manpower are appearing on the 
market constantly. As manpower is by 
far the most costly item on a fire de­ 
partment 
budget, (about 90 per cent), 
I feel justified in asking for any new 
equipment that will allow us to get the 
best job done with our very limited 
manpower. In the long run, this means 
savings to the taxpayers. 
Will you require more personnel than 
you now have to operate the new facili­ 
ty? 
CHIEF BAKER: No additional equip­ 
ment or personnel will be required for 
operating in the new facility although 
there will be space to house them as 
community growth and change may re­ 
quire. 


If the project is constructed, it will 
meet the city's fire protection needs for 
how many years into the future? 


CHIEF BAKER: The new headquart­ 
ers station will meet the needs of the 
city for about as far as we can see into 
the future. The basic alarm system of a 
radio type would probably meet the needs 
of the present city for 20 or 30 years or 
more. The need for additional fire pro. 
tection system improvements will be de­ 
pendent upon the extent and direction of 
future growth and areas which may be­ 
come part of the city. The training facili­ 
ty as set forth is minimal and should 
have some additional equipment in the 
future. The location of the training facil­ 
ity at the City Corporate Yard on Laur­ 
el Avenue would seem satisfactory for an 
almost indefinite period. 
It is understood that you are asking 
for funds to construct a Class 1 building. 
Isn’t that the most expensive type of 
construction? 
Couldn’t a lesser type 
of construction and materials be em­ 
ployed? 


CHIEF BAKER: 
While a fire station 
should be constructed to a high degree 
of fire resistance, a Class I building 
(the most expensive type) is not anti­ 
cipated. The construction likely will be 
a combination of lesser classes. 
The 
actual type of construction is determined 
by the size of the building and the Fire 
Zone in which it is located as they re­ 
late to the Uniform Building Code. The 
proposed site at Maple and 1 Streets 
for instance, is in Fire Zone 2. A very 
small building with ample clearance on 
all sides 
could be built of frame con­ 
struction without fire resistive quali­ 
ties as it would not seriously expose 
other structures if it burned. A building 
the size of the proposed station must 
be constructed with a higher degree of 
fire resistance to meet the standards of 
the code which the city tus adopted.

Apollo passes 
crucial test 


CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) - The Apol­ 
lo 10 space machine passed a crucial 
countdown test today in preparation for 
its May 18 launch of three moon-bound 
astronauts. 
The fully fueled Saturn 5 rocket, 
spouting oxygen vapor as if it were 
launch day, wound up a week-long dress 
rehearsal countdown with a mock launch 
at 10:08 a.m. EDT. The simulated blast­ 
off was three hours and eight minutes 
late because of two minor problems. 
It was the last major test before the 
real countdown begins for the launch of 
Thomas P. Stafford, John W. Young and 
Eugene A. Cernan on the final test flight 
before Apollo 11 attempts a lunar land­ 
ing in July. 
The Apollo 10 astronauts will orbit the 
moon for 2‘„ days to check out moon 
landing machinery, perfect lunar navi­ 
gation and inspect the Apollo 11 landing 
site.

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Legislature 
plans look 
at tax plan

SACRAMENTO 
(U PI)-The 
legislature prepared today to 
take its firs t eagle-eyed look at 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan’s 
tax 
reform package. 
The adm inistration proposals 
w ere made the sole subject for 
special night hearings tonight 
and Tuesday by the critical 
A ssem bly Revenue and Taxa­ 
tion Com m ittee. 
Tax reform is the m ajor issue 
before 
the 
legislature 
this 
session as 
law m akers begin 
their 17th week with m eetings 
of 
both 
the 
Assem bly 
and 
Senate scheduled after another 
three-day weekend. 
Initial reaction to the gover­ 
n o r’s tax plan indicates its key 
elem ents face stiff opposition. 
Broadly, 
it would shift a 
portion of the tax burden from 
the property 
owner 
to the 
incom e earn er, 
increase the 
income tax for m ore school aid 
funds and require industrial and 
com m ercial property owners to 
pick up the cost of evening out 
state aid to school d istricts. 
But no form al action-other 
than further study—is expected 
from the com m ittee after the 
initial hearings. 
The legislation, subm itted at 
the deadline for new bills by the 
Reagan A dm inistration, is only 
in broad outline with few details 
spelled out. Also, little can be 
done 
about specifics in tax 
reform 
proposals 
until 
the 
Departm ent of Finance issues 
its estim ates of revenue for the 
next fiscal period. The esti­ 
m ates a re expected about the 
m iddle of this month. 
Any tax reform program that 
goes to the governor’s desk is 
bound 
to 
be a com prom ise 
package drafted by key finan­ 
cial experts in both houses and 
the 
adm inistration. Assembly 
Speaker 
R obert T. 
Monagan 
already has picked a bipartisan 
special com m ittee to which all 
tax bills a re to be funneled for 
review . 
Reagan will need Dem ocratic 
support for portions of his tax 
package because some mea­ 
su res will 
require tw o thirds 
approval. The GOP holds only 
bare m ajority control in the 
Senate, 21-19, and the Assembly 
is a standoff at 39 seats for 
each party with two vacancies. 
Assembly Democratic leader 
Jess M. Unruh 
already 
has 
attacked Reagan’s plan in its 
present form as a disguised tax 
increase of about $204 m illion. 
Assemblyman W. C raig Bid­ 
dle, R- R iverside, said this was a 
"re c k le ss charge” that can’t be 
supported by a close study of 
the bills. 
Unruh also said the Adminis­ 
tration package " is a plan to 
benefit the w ealthier taxpayer 
at the great expense of the 
middle income taxpayer.”

Why should it cost so 
much more to build a place 
to house fire trucks than to con­ 
struct a typical home? 
CHIEF 
BAKER: 
The cost 
when all items such as site 
preparation, 
architect 
fees, 
etc., are considered, will 
at 
present estimates fall into the 
neighborhood of $20 to $30 per 
square foot. I would like to 
point out that a fire station, par> 
ticularly a headquarters 
fire 
station, is much more than “ a 
place to house fire trucks.” It 
must house them with sufficient 
room to provide easy access 
on both sides and front and rear 
so that they can be maintained 
properly and perhaps most im­ 
portantly, mounted, started and 
driven from the station with 
ease under emergency condi­ 
tions. Response time is criti­ 
cal to the control of fires and 
saving of lives and property. A 
fire station must also house the 
personnel for 24 hour periods. 
This requires that all the var­ 
ious amenities of a home be 
provided. As this station is a 
“ headquarters station,” there 
must 
also 
be adequate pro­ 
visions for the administrative, 
training, 
planning, and fire 
prevention functions of the de­ 
partment. 
The price per foot also io. 
eludes 
the

items: 
some common tohom esorbusi- 


nesses, others unique to fire 
stations: alarm system and dis­ 
patching room, reinforced he 
vy duty concrete floor in ap­

generator and wiring,

The Increase in the 
salary budget for this number 
of men would pay for the entire 
station in two or three years.

Beard into the playoff. 
Beard, the 1966 New Orleans 
champion from Louisville, went 
into the final round deadlocked 
for the lead, 13 strokes below 
par with Dave Hill of Jackson, 
Mich.

CLEVELAND - (N E A )-T he 
threat,

“ I got this letter in the mail 
saying, “ The next time you 
pitch at night in Tiger Stadium, 
you’re going to get it.” At first 
I thought it was a crank. Then 
I got to thinking, 'What 
pre­ 
vents some guy from waiting 
for me outside the park, or even 
in the stands, with a gun?’ ” 
It came, Lolich says, short­ 
ly after he was released from 
12 days of" active duty with the 
Michigan Air National Guard, 
which was called out to help 
quell the Detroit riot. It is, he 
adds, 
an extreme example of 
the hazards that go with being 
a m ajor league baseball play­ 
er in the m ilitary reserves. 
A staff sergeant in the 191st 
Tactical 
Reconnaissance unit 
in the Michigan Guard, Lolich 
says baseball players in the 
reserves, 
contrary to popular 
opinions, do not have it any 
easier than, sav. 
automobile 
mechanics or short-order cooks 
who happen to be in the same 
boat. In fact, he says, baseball 
players may have it even tough­ 
er. 
His reasons: 
—The m ilitary makes sure 
athletes pull as much 
of the 
load as any other reservist, 
and 
-th e load itself, 
contrary 
to other popular notions, con­ 
sists 
of 
consideraly 
more 
than nightly 
beerfests 
and 
daily 
catnaps in the vacant 
back ends of twoand-a-half-ton 
trucks. 
“ The 
average 
guy in the 
stre e t,” says Lolich, “ thinks 
a pro athlete has some

“ I’m not complaining about 
being in the reserves, but I’m 
tired of hearing that athletes 
have it soft. Sure, I’m 
not 
ducking bullets in Vietnam, and 
I’m lucky on that point. I’m a 
sergeant now and in charge of a 
motor pool, so I can’t kick there 
either. But if I fluffed off, you 
know what would happen to me? 
I’d be sent into the active serv­ 
ice, just like anybody else.” 
The threat to his life, Lolich 
says, would not have occurred if 
he were Mickey Lolich, dish- 
washer, or even 
Mickey Lo- 
lich, 
team statistician. “ But 
as soon as we got called out,” 
he says, “ it was on television, 
radio and in the papers. Every­ 
body knew I was there. People 
make a big thing out of a ball­ 
player getting called up. 
“ At the time, I was stationed 
at the command post headquar­ 
ters, on the fringes of the riot 
area, as a jeep driver. 
Gen­ 
eral Throckmorten, the 
com­ 
mander, 
was there, and a lot 
of other big brass. People who 
were caught sniping and loot­ 
ing were brought 
in for ques­ 
tioning and it was all pretty 
grim . 
“ When the letter cam e,Ikept 
it 
quiet. 
The m ilitary knew 
about it, and so did the police 
and the Tiger front office. But 
I didn’t even tell my wife. I’m 
not an emotional guy and I us­ 
ually don’t let things bother me. 
But that damn letter was on my 
mind every time I went out to 
pitch.” 
Tony Conigliaro of the Bos­ 
ton Red Sox, a M assachusetts 
National Guardsman, says be­ 
ing a baseball player has no in­ 
fluence on the rules governing 
reserv ists. 
“ When I got hit in the eye 
and was out of baseball for a 
y ear,” he says, “ I still had to 
attend regular weekend meet­ 
ings. After awhile, I was placed 
on the tem porary disabled list 
and allowed to m iss some week­ 
ends. But as soon as I went to 
spring training again, I got a 
letter informing me when the 
next meeting was. 
“ During the season it’s tough 
making all those meetings. No 
m atter where the club is play­ 
ing, I have to fly back to Bos­ 
ton to attend them. I can 
re­ 
member many tim es arriving 
at the park minutes before game 
time after a guard drill. Corn­ 
ing back from those twcvweek 
camps isn’t easy either. A play­ 
e r ’s timing has to be affected 
by the layoff and his competi­ 
tive edge is lost. 
• The whole thing,” says Co- 
nigliaro, “ is no picnic. But I’m 
not 
complaining, considering 
the alternative.”

“ No teeth in it,” said the 
Houston manager. “ What good 
is any rule if it’s not enforced? 
They should put some strong 
teeth in the spitball rule, not 
ignore it like they’re doing. This 
is one of the problem s we find 
throughout the country today. 
Nobody’s obeying the ru les.” 
In his time, Walker was one 
of baseball’s better hitters. He 
has a lifetime batting average 
of .296 and his batting average 
on the general theories about 
life isn’t bad either even though 
he does get rather wound up 
som etim es. 
One 
thing 
you 
always have to give him is A for 
enthusiasm. Another thing you 
have to give him is that he’s 100 
per cent right about the spitball 


. . . and maybe about the 
country, too. 
Lum H arris, one of Walker’s 
managerial colleagues, beefed 
loudly the other day about how 
the spitball is getting out of 
hand. He added he was going to 
teach his Atlanta pitchers to 
throw it as long as others are. 
Walker understands how H arris 
feels. 
“ If 
you’re 
going 
to stop 
something, then stop it, just 
don’t 
play around with it,” 
Walker says. “ Put a rule in and 
enforce it to the point where 
you’re going to hurt ’em. Don’t 
just call a ball on the pitcher 
like the rule reads now. Either 
fine him or take him out of the 
game. That would stop it in a 
hurry because as a manager 
I’m not going to allow myself to 
lose a ball player by monkeying 
around with him with a pitch 
they 
say 
they’re not gonna 
perm it.” 
Walker says he thinks all the 
other managers would go for 
such 
a 
toughened 
up 
rule 
because the way things are now 


they’re not sure what to tell 
their pitchers. 
"The umpires tell me that 
until the president of the league 
tells them a pitcher cannot go 
to his face or to any part of his 
hair there’s nothing they can do 
about it,” Walker says. "The 
um pires say if a pitcher goes to 
his mouth now they can call it a 
ball. Well, to me that’s a joke 
anyway. I think this whole thing 
concerning the spitball can be 
stopped. It was when 1 first 
came 
into 
baseball. 
Judge 
Landis stopped it ail right.” 
Anytime something is found 
wrong in baseball, the call goes 
out for old Kenesaw Mountain 
Landis. Unfortunately he can’t 
hear it so the present commis­ 
sioner, 
Bowie Kuhn, and his 
associates will have to solve 
their own problem s. 
The spitter is only a minor 
one although few other of the 
game’s problems are aired so 
frequently and so loudly. 
“ I’d like to see it outlawed 
completely,” says Luman Har­ 
ris, forgetting for the moment 
that, technically, the spitball 
already is outlawed. “ I’ve been 
a pitcher, a pitching coach and 
a manager 30 years and I’ve 
always been for the pitcher, but 
I’m convinced we need more 
hitting, more base running and 
more action in the game, and I 
don’t think letting these guys 
throw spitballs is the way to get 
it.” 
This age of perm issiveness 
makes 
a 
big 
difference. It 
wasn’t 
so 
long 
ago 
that 
mentioning 
the 
name 
of 
a 
pitcher 
even 
suspected 
of 
throwing a spitter was taboo. 
No more. Everybody names the 
pitchers now. 
“ We saw five of them on our 
last 
road trip ,” Hank Aaron 
says. “ We saw more but I can 
name five who had a pretty 
good spitball. Gaylord Perry 
was one. Then there was Jim 
Maloney, Tony Cloninger, Bill 
Singer and I can’t think of this 
other kid’s name but he was 
with San Diego. 1 think the 
spitter is dangerous because a 
lotta pitchers can’t control It. 
Two years ago Felipe (Alou) 
got hit three tim es by Bill 
Singer with spitballs."

The estimates come from an organization with an ax to 
grind — the Association of American Railroads. For years the 
railroads have been complaining of getting the short end of the 
stick in competition for the public dollar with newer forms of 
transportation. Taking the long view, the complaint may seem 
a bit out of line. The railroads were the first to enjoy a profit­ 
able ride at public expense. Thousands upon thousands of miles 
of public lands were turned over to them in the post-Civil 
War drive to open up the West, to the nation’s as well as the 
railroads’ great benefit. For much the same reasons, emphasis 
and cash naturally shifted to the automobile and airplane when 
they came along in this century. 


But in the process, we have come perilously close to losing 
the railroads as an effective component of the national trans­ 
portation system. Our unequaled network has become an unbal­ 
anced one. 
If Americans want to remain on the go, rather than increas­ 
ingly bogged down at jammed airports and on clotted free­ 
ways, we must be wary of putting too many of our subsidy 
eggs in too few baskets.

laws.”

and women agreeable to obedience to 
Moscow. 
No doubt a sizable core of Czech in­ 
tellectuals is harshly opposed to Soviet 
dictates. But a careful study of data 
now arriving from Czechoslovakia sug­ 
gests the Czech workingman may turn 
out to be an even more bitter antagon­ 
ist. 


There is evidence union leadership 
is honeycombed with men strongly de­ 
voted to sovereignty and self-determ­ 
ination for Czechoslovakia. They rep­ 
resent five million members. 


When union members are unhappy, 
Czech history shows, factory production 
suffers. There are slowdowns. Work­ 
manship is sloppy. The economy skids 
and slides. 


It was natural for Soviet leaders to 
assume the unions would be on their 
side In 1948, convinced by Soviet propa­ 
ganda that with Communist rule workers 
would run the factories, unions organiz­ 
ed the people’s m ilitia and were perhaps 
the key force in the Russian Commu­ 
nist take-over. 


In the years that followed, the trade 
unions were put carefully under Com­ 
munist party control. They have obedi­ 
ently carried out Moscow’s wishes. Most 
union leaders are from the proletariat. 


By all the evidence the unions were a 
“ safe” group. 
But things had been changing inside the 
labor movement. The factories were not 
taken over by the workers; they were 
taken over by the state. Members be­ 
gan to believe the unions were being 
subverted. 


Union leaders and rank-and-file mem­ 
bers became disillusioned. There has 
been a strong push from within to fight 
the “ subservience” of the unions to the 
party. Union leaders have become the 
strong backers of the “ liberalization” 
movement that flourished before the Rus­ 
sian invasion. 


Reports Indicate union membership 
thus far, at least, has not been inti­ 
midated by the Soviet occupation or the 
clampdowns by secret police. 


It can safely be said that if the union 
stance continues — and grows — it will 
be exceedingly difficult for Soviet arm­ 
ies to control Czechoslovakia, however 
much force they use. 


W ashington calling by Marquis Childs 
Overraction 


WASHINGTON — May Day has many 
connotations, some of them pleasant out 
of the pastoral past, others grim out of 
the revolutionary present. One anniver­ 
sary should not go unobserved. On May 
1, 1960, 
an American U-2 
spy plane 
was shot down over Sverdlovsk in the 
Soviet Union. 
That 
set off a chain reaction, putting 
an 
end 
to 
what at 
President 
Eisenhow­ 
er’s 
initiative 
had 
been 
the 
most pro 
mising opening since 
the 
second 
world 
war 
to 
achieve 
a 
truce 
of coexistence 
with 
the 
S o v i e t 
Union. It put an end, 
too, 
to Nikita Khru­ 
shchev, who could not 
long survive what appeared to be a de­ 
liberate humiliation by the 
American 
President he had joined in a common 
venture to reduce the tensions of the 
cold war and abate the arms race. 
The U-2 plane, the Pueblo and now the 
EC-121, 
these 
mishaps 
in the ela- 
borate 
game of electronic espionage, 
point up how little has changed in a de­ 
cade. And they underscore in many minds 
the question of whether the game as now 
played is worth the candle. Both the 
Soviet Union and the United States have 
satellites capable of photographing the 
smallest details as they circle the earth. 
If there is now another opening sim ilar 
in kind, if not in scope, to that of 1960, 
it is still obscured by clouds of sus­ 
picion 
and uncertainty. 
From 
both 
sides 
come 
trumpetings of military 
might. 
A 
decade 
ago Khrushchev 
was saying that nuclear war would de­ 
stroy both communism and capitalism 
and most of humanity. An authoritative 
voice just raised in Moscow proclaims 
a victory for socialism and commu- 
nism out of a nuclear conflict. That is 
a measure of the change that has taken 
place. 
Secretary of Defense Melvin Laird, in 
his speech to the Florida Unipress As­ 
sociation, seemed to be saying that the 
United States must prepare to meet any 
capability the Soviet Union can develop. 
That is a commitment without limit, 
costing infinite billions of dollars. It 
is a commitment his predecessors de­ 
clined to make. 
“ We cannot gamble on estimates of 
Soviet intentions,” Laird said. “ If the 
Soviet Union is developing a capability 
that could endanger this nation, we must 
be prepared to counteract it.” 
It would be far safer, he said, to err 
on the side of over-estimating the threat. 
Enlarging on how rapidly the Soviets 
are building missiles, with emphasis on 
the super SS-9 
and 
Polaris type sub­ 
marines, the secretary of defense went 
on to say that failure to recognize the 
Soviet “ capability for increase” has 
caused inaccurate estimates in past 
years. He did not say, of course, that 
perhaps the greatest inaccuracy was 
the “ missile gap” of 1960, which was 
proved to be a myth 
since the United 
States had a demonstrable superiority 
in missile striking force. 
Laird’s 
speech, compounded by the 
implied threat of political 
reprisal 
coming from his old friend in the house 
of 
representatives, 
Minority Leader 
Gerald Ford, 
dismays those who con- 
tinue to hope that disarmament 
talks 
with the Soviets can lead to a halt in 
the arms race rather than another up­ 
ward spiral. The admirals and the gerw 
erals supply the chorus as they sing the 
chant of more missiles, more sub­ 
marines, more everything be lore the 
Senate 
Armed Services 
Committee. 
This beyond doubt has its 
counter­ 
point in the Kremlin, 
where leading 
military figures appear to play an in­ 
creasingly important role. Thus we are 
seeing an escalation of claim and coun­ 
terclaim based on both sides on almost 
total doubt about what the other 
side 
is up to in capability and intention. 
Nowhere has this been more force- 
felly expressed than by George W. Rath- 
jens in “ The Dynamics of the Arms 
Race” 
in 
the 
current 
Scientific 
American. Rathjens, a scientist whose 
undeniable 
expertise has come out of 
his work with various weapons groups 
first in the Pentagon and later in the 
arms control and disarmament agency, 
says that overreaction on both sides is 
directly 
dependent on the degree of ui>- 
certainty about the adversary’s 
inten­ 


tions and capabilities. 
This deadly ratio of action, reaction 
and overreaction is plainly at work. 
A member of the committee opposing 
deployment of the anti-ballistic 
mis- 
sile, Rathjens writes: 
“ Of the kinds of weapons development 
that can stimulate overresponse on the 
part of one’s adversary, it is hard to 
imagine one more troublesome 
than 
ABM defenses. In addition to uncertain­ 
ty about adversary intentions and the 
need (because 
of lead-time require­ 
ments) for early response to what the ad­ 
versary might do, there is the added 
fact that the uncertainties about how well 
an ABM system might perform are far 
larger than they are for strategic of- 
fensive systems. 
“ The conservative 
defense planner 
will design his ABM system on the as­ 


sumption that it may not work as well 
as he hopes; 
that is, he w ill over­ 
design it to take into account as fully 
as he can all imaginable modes of fail­ 
ure and offensive threats. 
“ The offensive planner, on the other 
hand, will assume that the defense might 
perform much better than he expects and 
will 
overdesign 
his 
response. Thus 
there is overreaction on both sides...” 
The only restraint on an arms race 
with apparently no limits is the economic 
one, with each round more expensive 
than the last. That is the prospect un­ 
less the arms-limitations talks due to 
begin 
in the spring or early summer 
carry more promise of success 
than 
the roar of military bluster and blow 
would indicate.

estate

corpora­

the future and the 
other on the diminish- 
ing amount of shore­ 
line 
available 
for 
development. 
One 
such 
giant, the Mac- 
co Corp., already has announced plans 
to construct a community of6,000 homes 
for 20,000 people in one area just north 
of Gaviota. 
Trouble is that Macco and other cor­ 
porations 
which 
seek 
to meet the 
domestic needs of an affluent and rapid- 
ly expanding population and the 
Air 
Force which seeks to study the heavens 
to protect 
the 
nation’s population, 
sometimes 
come 
into conflict where 
real estate is concerned. 
Within the next couple of years, de­ 
pending upon the size and shape of the 
Defense Department’s 
budget, 
men 
should 
begin 
flying 
into 
low earth 
orbits 
from 
a tremendously expeiv 
sive site on South Vandenberg. 
One of the prime reasons that we have 
a Vandenberg Air Force Base in our
